WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—The daily re- 
ceipts of the Post, Office Department 
have reached the ehormouws total of $2,- 
427,00, which is;more than $300,000 greater 
than the combined receipts of the Govern- 
ment from all other sources. 

The figures are set forth in the quar- 
terly financial statement of, Charles A. 
Kram, Auditor for, the department, which 
Was made public to-day. Of the total 
receipts $642,000 is for the payment of 
postage, special delivery, registration and 
other branches of the mailing business, 
while money orders issued brought in 
$1,784,000. 

So. nearly id ighoed are the receipts and 
expenditures that now the surplus or 
deficit for an entire twelve months rarely 
amounts to as much as the receipts for 
a single day. 

An - interesti feature of. Auditor 
Kram’s report discloses the fact-that up 
to. 1862 tke average person spent only 25 
cents a year for postage, while to-day the 
habit of letter writing has grown to such 
an extent that the average expenditure 
is $2.60. a year.

papers. In that case our English friends 
would do well to study the case with a 
little more deliberation. It may be that 
their minds are so greatly occupied with 
their own troubles, including the wide- 
spread. discontent in the British Isles, 
the turmoil caused by the shrieking sis- 
terhood, and the complicated Eurdépean 
situation, that their opinion in regard to 
the duty of the United States.

Gasoline Engineers’ Protective Associa- 
tion are highly commendable. 

“ Gasoline engineer,” it seems, is what 
the professional driver of motor cars calls 
himself and prefers to be called. The 
name is not particularly good, but almost 
any would be better than “ chauffeur,” 
which is stupid even when a Frenchman 
pronounces it correctly and the cause of 
hopéless and humiliating struggles for 
most spéakers of Bnglish. Engineers the 
drivers of ts are, however, since run- 
ning. an‘! engine is a part of their task, 
and while the addition of “gasoline” as 
part of the title is a bit dangerous, with 
the price of that vivacious fluid advanc- 
ing as rapidly as it has.of late, for the 
presént it does differentiate them from 
other engineers. 

Thé proclaimed object of the association 
is to do away. with joy riding and drunk- 
enness ariong the members of the craft 
and to put it on a higher plane, and char- 
acter is to count for much among the 
requisites for admission. That is fine, but 
with something of disquietude one notices, 
iricluded in the programme, a determina- 
tion to do away with “uncalled-for vio- 
lation of city ordinances ”’—with no éx- 
planation of what and why other viola- 
tions are not to bé attacked—and that in 
the opitiion of the reformers they . are 
the victims of unjust criticism from the 
newspapers aid of evil laws from various 
makérs thereof.

Sign for the Indian Memorial.” If this 
is the completed and final design, 1 beg, 
as a citizen of New York, réspectfully 
to enter an emphatic protest against its 
execution... First, I object tothe archi- 
tectural part because of its inapplicabil- 
ity to this particular purpose. Inbte 
of Greek the architecture should assured- 
ly. be Maya, Aztec, Puebloan, or somé 
other native style, at least in its chfef 
characteristics. ._To build an elahorate 
memorial to a rate and totally ignore 
its best in architectuté seems to mé “ari 
extraordinary nd incomprehensible pro- 
ceeding. 

In the second place, the promoters of 
this excellent idea appear to be unawaré 
that there existed on this continent In- 
dians other than those theatrical speci- 
mens who never appear except _in‘a Sioux 
war bonnet. Since Buffalo Bill’s popular 
and entrancing “‘ Wild West Show”’ the 
Sioux war bonnet has comé to’ be re- 
garded by the general public’ as the solé 
emblem of out American aborigines, and 
any native appearing in art or literature 
without it is not considered Bentinée. Yet 
there were and are thousands of Indians 
quite the equals of the Sioux who nevér 
saw & headdress of this pattern. I may 
mention one important tribe, the. Iro- 
quois, who could not truthfully be_pic- 
tured with this headgear, and who, 
nevertheless, weré probably the finest 
Indians who éyer lived within the limits 
of what are now the United States. 

If, therefore, 4) this’ monument is to 
commemorate. the Indians as a whole it 
needs radically different treatment.- Thesé

HE’ IS A FOE TO MILITARISM 


‘And Favors President Taft’s Policy— 
‘Hasn’t Found It Hard to Earn 
a Living with His Pen. 


= 


Among the passengers arriving yes‘er- 
day from Liverpool on the Carmania was 
Alfred Noyes, the English writer of lyric 
verse, who says that he is the only poet 
who has relied upon poetry alone for his 
Support and has been successful. He 
has lived on the returns from. his verses 
for the last eleven years, or since he 
graduated from Oxford University, where 
he pulled an oar in the college eight for 
thrée years. Mr. Noyes stoops somewhat, 
and wears glasses, but when he holds 
himself upright he is more than six feet 
tall and ‘has’ the musuular build of an 
athlete.” This. he-puts down to his train- 
Ling at Oxford. His wite, who was Miss 
Garnett Daniels, daughter of Col. Daniels, 


fot Washington, D. C., a civil war vetefan, 


accompanies him. 

Mr. Noyes has come to this.country to 
lecture. He will speak at Columbia Uni- 
versity before the League for Political 
Education and the New York Peace 
Society, the Contemporary Club in Phila- 
delphia, the Twentieth Century Club and 
the Book and Play Club in Chicago, and 
Other institutions throughont the country. 

‘Mr.- Noyes said. his.first lecture at Co- 
lumbia would be on militarism. 

“You know,’ he said, ‘‘ I am. heartily 
in favor of the principle of international 
arbitration held. by President Taft. I 
i have writtén several poems on thé sub- 
ject, as well as on the cause of world 
peace. It seems to me that the. only 
way to make people understand thé hor- 
rors and fruitlessness of war is to ap- 
peal to them in a way to stir up public 
opinion against it. So whenever I get a 
chance I write a .poem or lecture 
against war.” . 

In speaking of..his success in earning a 
‘Hving by his verse, Mr. Noyes said: 

“*T have not found it very difficult. 
My books have sold well, and my pub- 
‘lishers in this country are now bringing 
} Out a collected edition. I hope to have my 
fairy piay, ‘Sherwood,’ produeed on thé 
professional stage. It has already been 
produced by amateurs. I have also madé 
a prose dramatization of my long poem, 
‘The Forest of Wild Thyme, 
after the manner of ‘The Bluebird,’ 
which Sir Herbert Tree is going to put on 
some day when he has time.” 

Mr, Noyes said that he did not expect 
to do any writing in America because 
his. lecture..engagements would take up 
his time.; He said that he would prob- 
ably give a lecture at Sherry’s next 
|Wednesday at a luncheon given by the 
Poets’ Society. before he delivered his 
lecture at Columbia University. 

Alfred Noyes has, been hailed by writers 
like .Swinburne, Rudyard Kipling, and 
Edmund. Goss as the greatest English 
poet since Tennyson. Among his best- 
known works are ‘ Drake,” an Englisn 
epic in twelve books, dédicated to the 
notéd rowing coach at Oxford, Rudolph 
Chambers Lehmann; ‘‘ Forty Singing Sea- 
men,” ‘‘The Loom of Years; ‘“ The

‘Gaynor Hopes They Are Not Abused 

“as He is—Ipefends His Administra- — 
tion at-Economic Club Dinner, 


Nearly 1,000 members and guests of the 
Economic Club gatheréd last evening in 
{the grand banquet hall of the Hotel Astor 
for the third dinner of the season, ‘listened 
with absorbed attention and with frequent 
applause to an after-dinner discussion of 
“ Efficient City. Government.” Count Jo- 
hann von Bernstorft, German Ambassa- 
dor to the ‘United States, led off with a 
talk on the German cities, and the interest 
grew as the subject was taken up in suc- 
cession by. the three most prominent mu- 
nicipal executives of the United States, 
Mayor Gaynor of New York and Mayor 
Blankenburg of Philadelphia and the 
young’ Mayor of Cincinnati, Henry T. 
Hunt, the man who'so recently won his 
spurs as the fighting District, Attorney of 
that city. 

It ,was inevitable that there should be 
talk of police and the diners leaned for- 
ward in their chairs whenever ahy of the 
three Mayors approached~ the subject. 
Mayor Gaynor did not approach it, but 
James. Speyer, President of the club,. who 


for. him. 

In- introducing Mayor 
Speyer said: 

“Tt is impossible to please all the di- 
vergent and sometimes hostile elements 
in so great a city as this, and in spite of 
the recent disagreeable exposures, which 
we all deplore, I believe that they have 
been: exaggerated and that New York 
never kfiew, a more efficient and honest 
than it knows to-day. 
Things are not worse, they are better. 
And they are getting better all the time.” 

* We have been warned,’ said Mayor 
Blankenburg, ‘“‘not to -say anything 
about the police,’’ and then, without say- 
ing who had warned him, he hastened 
to .discuss the forbidden subject. He 


said: 
*“The police in. Philadelphia’ have been 
taken out of politics.. They are now the 
guardians of the peace where formerly 
they were guardians of political interests 
and-instruments of the political bosses to 
strengthen their hands. 
then Mayor Blankenburg told of his 
discovery only a week ago that a Lieuten- 
ant had béen taking shoes from a poor 
cobbler without paying for them. 
‘Well,’ he said,. ‘‘ he’s paid for three 
pairs already, and he’ll pay: for the 
fourth.’?; 
Mayor Hunt made his city’s problem ap- 
pear:.eyen less difficult, He said: 
“The system the boss pursued had cer- 
tain consequences beneficial to the city 
among others which were extremely in- 
juriops. Cincinnati, unlike New York, has 
Dplice problem. 


‘Gaynor Mr. 


no Neither individual 
patrofmen, lieutenants, or captains of po- 
lice received any benefit from tolerated 
vice, gambling, or crime. They were told 
to leave those things alone, and if they did 
not. they were disciplined. The rewards 
for toleration went ta the head of the 
machine. Even police chiefs did not 
share in it.’’ 
Mayor Gaynor, the first of the three 
Mayors to speak, had this to say: 
“Mr. Speyer says that he does not 
know whether the two Mayors here, one 
from Philadelphia and the other from the 
West, are abused quite-so much by the 
newspapers as the Mayor here is. He 
says he -hopes not. I hope not, also. I 
do not know anything about it, but I 
hope not, and that is as much as I can 
And yet we stand it pretty well here 
after all, I look pretty well, don’t ?? I 
think I can stand _ it nearly as well as 
they do; if. not a good deal better. 

“T am going to say to you to-night, for 
the benefit of my associates in the Gov- 
ernment, that the tevelation of efficiency 
and exactness in the Government of the 
city which I have witnessed since I have 
been Mayor is equal to anything which I 
saw while a Justice of the Supreme Court. 
Of eourse,..there are other ple, who 
do not, happen to be in the Government, 

ho can-do all these fo much* better 
than we are doing t I doubt, how- 
ever, whether you w ll yo elect any of 
these people to try ‘it. I do not think 
you will take them at their word.’’ 

Of course Mayor Gaynor touched upon 
the subways, 
from, Mr. Speyer a little subway talk. 

“AS a banker in tio way interestéd' in 
the contracts,’’ said the toastmaster, ‘1 
want to say that I.consider that the city 
has struck an excellent bargain and 
shonld be: most grateful to the bargain- 
ers... There should be espécial gratitude 
to’ Mr. Willcox.”’ 

The ‘mention of this name started a 
blast of applause that. redoubled in force 
“when it was discovered that the former

and bow before the noise would subside. 

Of the subway matter, Mayor Gaynor, 
besides deriding his critics, said:
